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Claims 1-25 are again rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Firestone et al for essentially the reasons of record. The aminoquinoline acrylic acid 
could intramolecularly alkylate because the amino group could react with the acrylic 
acid double bond. 

Claims 1-25 are rejected for the reasons of record under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Applicant's arguments filed 10-2-2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. The terms listed in the previous rejection are unduly functional. For 
example terms like "self alkylation to generate a non-toxic residue" could not be readily 
ascertained. How does one know what happens to a chemical in vivo?
